Austrians Apparently Taken 
Completely by Surprise; Ground 
Gained Tenaciously Held

Which Is Less Than Ten Miles Away—Italians 
Break Through Austrian Lines and Cap- 
ture Strong Austrian Forts.

ROME, May 25.—On a front of nearly ten miles on 
he Carso Plateau the Italian troops have smashed the 
Austrian line hard and have taken various positions from 
he town of Castagnavizza to the head of the Gulf of 
[rieste. In their renewal of their offensive the Italians 
received valuable aid from some of the ten British bat- 
eries which have hauled their big guris down to the 
fsonzo front to help in the efforts aimed at the conquest 
of Trieste, Austria’s big seaport on the Adriatic. 

Not alone were the Italians successful in capturing 
lumerous points of vantage, but more than 9,000 Aus- 
see prisoners, including officers in excess of 800, were 
aken. 


Taken By Surprise. 

The Austrians are declared to have been taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the sudden onslaught of the Italians, 
vho, to divert attention from the southern end of the 
sonzo, line, had struck a hard blow to the north. When, 
oweyer, the Austrians recovered from their surprise 
hey launched heavy counter attacks, but the Italians 
enaciously held the ground they had won. 

The new advance of the Italians brings them appre- 
iably nearer Trieste, which, from the lower part of the 
ine, is less than ten miles away. The ground traversed 
nd yet to be passed over is difficult for military opera- 
ions, and even with other successful advances such as 
he last one the objective of the Italians will not be attained 
xcept by fighting of a most ferocious nature. 

Italian Official Statement,

ANNOUNCEMENT 


Cabine Council Sat All Day— 
Developments Are Now 


Awaited. 
OTTAWA, May 24.—The cabinet 
council sat throughout most of the 


day, but there was no subsequent an- 
nouncement as to what decisions had 
been arrived at, Presumably the 
chief matters under consideration 
were the detaiis of the selective con- 
scription bill which will besintroduced 
by Sir Robert Borden next week— 
probably on Tuesday-—the matter of 
food control, and the proposal to pro- 
hibit racing in Canada after July i. 
It is also probable that the railway 


situation was under review by the 
ministers, 
All that can be definitely stated 


about the coming conscription bill is 
that it will make provision for a non- 
rartisan selection of the men of mili- 
tary age who are to he chosen to fill 
the gap in the ranks of the Canadians 
fighting the Germans along the Hin- 
denburg line in’ France, and that 
youths of less than twenty years will 
not be compelled to serve overseas, 
that having been officially announced 
yesterday, 

The parliamentary situation relative 
to the selective conscription measure 
remains a puzzle that time alone wil 
solve. It is impossible to even sug- 
gest what is likely to happen to the 
house until the details of the meas- 
vre have been explained and debated. 


Steps to Take 

Some details have been learned of 
the stepstravelers of military age who 
leave the country will have to take 
to secure the necessary permission, 

Ticket agents and postmasters can 
provide the intending travelers with 
form of application for permit. The 
traveler .in filing.the form, has to 
give his name and address, where 
born, whether British by birth or nat- 
vralization, how long he has been at 
his present residence, his destination 
in the United States, the purpose of 
ris journey, the time he expects to be 
abeent, his height, weight, color of 
hair and eves, and his occupation, Ho 
has to affix a small photograph of 
himself to both the form. of applica- 
tlon and form of traveling certificate, 
He has to swear, before an authoriz- 
ed oath taken, to the correctness of 
his statements, His application has to 
be signed by himself and a bank man- 
ager, and also by either a chief of po- 
lice, clergyman or government offt- 
cial. He must give the names of four 
reputable citizens as references. 

May Grant Permit. 

When satisfied that the traveler is 
not seeking to escape military service 
the immigration commissioner is au 
thorized to grant the traveling certifi 
cate. The traveler is warned to kee; 
it about him and produce it when 
called for. He is also advised to keep 
his certificate after he returns, as evi- 
dence of good faith when he wants to 
make a second journey south. 

There will be special provision made 
for people living on the bordey in such 
places as Windsor, who daily cross 
to work in places in the United States, 
such as Detroit. Commercial travel- 
ers may have their certificates en- 
dorsed so that they may not have to 
get a new permit for each of their fre- 
quent trips 

The law is now In force. For the 
first few days immigration officials 
wll be allowed to exercise some dis-

Col. Armand Lavergne Says

QUEBEC, May 24.—In a _ heavy 
downpour of rain at Montcalm Mar- 
ket tonight Colonel Armand Lavergne 
addressed Quebec's second anti-con- 
scription meeting. After the meeting 
was closed a crowd marched to the 
offices of the Quebec Chronicle and 
L'Evenement, and smashed the win- 
dows, after jeering at the buildings, 
shouting “Down with Conscription,” 
and singing “‘O Canada.” 

Resolution Adopted 


Before the meeting adjourned a rea 
solution was passed expressing opposi< 
tion to conscription, unless approved 
si a referendum and a general elec- 
tion. 

For his part Colonel Lavergne sald, 
he would not accept conscription 
whether passed or not passed by par- 
lament. He would go to gaol or 
would be hanged or shot before he 
would accept it. 

About three thousand peopla, while 
waiting for the arrival of speakers, 
sang French-Canadian folk songs, and 
shouted “Down with conscription,” 
“Down with Borden, we shall stran- 
ies him,” “Down with L'Evenement,” 
etc, 

Colonel Lavergne Talks 

Colonel Lavergne said that for 1 
years he had been treated as a fool 
and a demoniac. The meeting which 
he was addressing was proof conclu- 
sive that his preachings had been 
right. If the people of Quebec were 
facing conscription in 1917, and the 
men were obliged to go oversens, it 
Was not Bourassa and Lavergné who 
would be responsible for the tears of 
thelr women and children, The people 
of this province could strike their 
breasts and say it was their own fault. 


Origin in 1899 


He held that the conseri ) 
1917 had had its origin in ahs once 
Canada had sent men to assist in 
crushing a smal} nation in the Trans- 
vaal which only wanted the right to 
fve. England, of course, was strong 
enough to accomplish it herself, but 
rhe only wanted to establish the prin- 
ciple of Canada's parUcipation in the 
war of the empire.

After three brilliant seasons the New York 
legislature. stepped in and abolished horseracing, and Eclipse was 
relegated to the stud. A short time afterward he was brought out 
and won many victories elsewhere until finally a challenge was 
brought from Virginia and Eclipse was pitted against Sir Charles, 
the best horse in the south, for $10,000 a side to run four mile heats 
over the National Course at Washington. On the day of the race 
Captain James J. Harrison of Brunswick, Va., announced that he 
would pay forfeit for Sir Charles, the horse having met wtih an acci- 
dent, but offered to run him in a four mile dash for $1,500. 
won and Sir Charles broke down, Eclipse was later matehed against 
other horses, and carried off all the honors, retiring with his laurels 


intact.

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Little Stories of Big Men 
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Sir Arthur Wing Pincro 

Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, generally 
considered to be England's foremost 
dramatiet, was born 62 years ago to- 
day, The eminent dramatist is the 
son of a London barrister, John Dan- 
jel Pinero, and his early education 
was désigned to fit him to follow fn 
his father's footsteps, After leaving 
achool the young man entered hig ta- 
ther'sa office and was articled as a 
lawver, but while seemingly deeply 
interested in legal affairs, his mind 
dwelt -tneipally on the stage. At the 
awe of 19 he decided to quit the law 
and securé a position as general util 
ity at the Theatre Royal in Edin- 
bureh. His salary was a pound « 
week, or about five dollars, and for 
that he spoke such lines as “Dinne: 
le werved, sir.” or'The carriage waits 
without, m'Lord.” He was still a 
mere boy whén he married Myra Bm- 
ily Hamilton, an actress, and secure 
a position at the Globe Theatre . in 
London, where he received a weekly 
elary of one vound, six shillings ant 
tuppenee, on which princely sum he 
supported hia wife and himeelf, Hie 
merit war soon recognized, however 
and at the age of 21 he became a 
member of Henry Irving's company at 
the Lyceum Theatre At the age of 
22 he wrote his first play, and in 188! 
he left Henry Irving's company ty 
devote himself entirely to play writ- 
Ing. 

Since then Sir Arthur's record has 
heen one of almost continuous suc 
cees, and his plays have been applaud- 
ed wherever the English language ‘* 
apoken, His pre-eminence as a play- 
wright was recognized by royalty 
when he was knighted Among his 
moat noted works are “The Gay Lord 
Quex.” In which Sir John Hare mace 
his greatest hit “His House in Order 
in which John Drew Starred"; “The 
Second Mra, Tancveray.” “Trelaw- 
ney of the Wells,” “Lords and Com- 
nions.”” “Sweet Lavender,” “Dandy 
Dick" and “Tria.”’ Tt is well known 
however, that the play he loves best

or GIT 7 ae a Hundred Poundsa a Year,” written a

DE SOTO NOACHES AME 
Fernando De Soto, the Sp: 
plorer, is associated with much of the 
early history of this country, He ts 
deat vemtmbered as having been the 
first European to Jook up on the Miss- 
issippi The exact date of De Soto's 
birth is not Known, His 
were Spanish nobles, At an ear 
he fell in love with the daught 
his patron, Dom Pedro de Avila, To 
prevent the marriage De Avila in- 
duced De Soto to accompany him to 
America, as he had recently been ap- 
pointed governor of Spanish possess 
ions in the western hemisphere. This 
was in 1519, In 1627 he served in th 
expedition to Nicaragua under Lern- 
andes, and in 1628 he withdrew en- 
tirely from the service of his patron. 
He spent considerable time in explor- 
ations, principally in South America 
In 1537 he returned to Spain and 
married Isabella, who for more than 
fifteen years had waited faithfully for 
him. Two years later he salled for 
America accompanied by his wife to 
take up his duties as governor of Cuba 
to which offtce he had been appointed 
by the Spanish Emperor Charles \, 
who gave him permission te conquer 
Florida at his own expense A large 
and efficient soldiery sailed with him 
After leaving the women in Cuba, De 
Sote sailed for Florida with his troops 
and landed on the present site of 
Tampa on May 25, 15389 This was 
the first time he had ever set foot on 
any portion of land now constitute das 
part of the United States The ships 
were sent back to Cuba and the Span 
jards, confident of success, pushed on 
into the interior of Florida in their tn- 
evitable seareh for gold From this 
time De Soto never left the country 
Hie and his followers pushed on 
ward the weat and finally reached the 
Mississippi, On ite banks he fell ill 
with a slow fever and he gradually 
yeallzed that the end was near Or 
the day before his death he called his 
followera about hira and appointed hie 
successor Hie body was wrapped tt 
his mantle and was & k in the
